-If he wants to, the editor of an 
HXierican newspaper can print on- 
ly one side of a controversial sto- 
ry He can distort a news story, 
unless the result is libelous. He 
can follow an editorial policy oy 
an advertiser or a political boss or 
any other outsider. 
There is ho law forbidding any 


of these things. But there are rni- 
ghty few newspapers that indulge 
in them. The chief reasons are ho- 
nesty, competition and pride 
of 


craft That pride is rooted in the 
knowledge that the proprietors and 
feiployes 
of our newspaper 
are 


tne heirs and custodians of a gre- 
at legacy, the freedom of the press. 


Within the limits of human frail- 


ty we believe the American press 
can be proud of its trusteeship. 
There have been abuses of its free- 
dom, 
but these have not been so 
serious or to general as to threat- 
en its withdrawal. The press seeks 
the public's confidence and approv- 
al Those papers that survive have 
received the approval and, 
with 


a few exceptions, merited the con- 
faience. As for the

There arc small glands 
lying 


next to the kidneys called the .ad- 
renal or suparenal glands. Since 
there are two kidneys, there arc two 
adrenals. They belong to the glands 
[Of internal secretion. They contain 
several kinds of cells which form! 
hormones which flow into the blotfd. 


Addison's disease is a relatively 


rare condition, 
in which 
these 


glands are severely damaged or 
destroyed, usually by tuberculosis. 
It received its name from a famous 
English physician, Thomas Addispn, 
who first described the condition 
in 1855. 
SKIN BECOMES BROWNISH 


Addison described the character- 


istic symptoms as anemia, languor 
or general weakness, feeble beat 
of the heart, irritability of the sto- 
mach, and 
a peculiar brownish 


change in the 
color of the skin. 


General weakness and the deep 
yellowish brown color of the skin, 
which is due to deposits of pig- 
ment, are particularly characteris- 
tic. Most patients lose weight and 
have a low blood pressure. 


The treatment of this 
disease, 


which 
was formerly almost in- 


variably fatal, 
has been greatly 


improved. Complete rest in bud 
and protection from chilling and 
muscular exertion is necessary. 


Those who have mild cases do 


well when they are given an ex- 
cessive amount of ordinary salt— 
sodium chloride —at the same time 
that potassium, another chemical, 
is kept low. Those who do not 
respond well to this form of treat- 
ment are given another chemical

for years as he knew he would be 
when he 
challenged 
the 
White 


House circle of political degener- 
ates, some of them morbid 
fugi- 


tives from the slums of continental 
Europe. He is, nevertheless, a re- 
spectable American and

to protect. His own brother, Basil, 
or "Doc," carries on the Roosevelt 
tradition as chief of the American 
Red Cross, boss promoter of the 
Warm Springs (hing and a trustee 
of the late Moosejaw's estate. 


Bear in mind that John O'Connor 


was a big man on the inside until 
he fought Roosevelt to preserve the 
independence of the courts. 


"Your articles about Henry Wal- 


lace are particularly of interest to

Mr. O'Connor writes. "If all the 
rats in the entourage of the modern 
piper would only follow him off the 
end of a dock, a considerable con- 
tribution would be made toward re- 
storing the America that was be- 
fore the New Deal. 


"Wallace is not any different to- 
day from what he was 
in 1933 


when, as a Republican, he joined 
with the nondescript New Deal as 
secretary 
of 
agriculture.

then on he divided his time 
be- 


tween 
trying 
to 
make 
himself 


president and expounding un-Amer- 
ican and communistic views. 
His 


writings concerned chiefly 
chang- 


ing our constitution entirely doing 
away with our supreme court, and 
other totalitarian ideas which 
he 


often discussed with me, while I 
was chairman of the House Rules 
Committee. The simplicity of his 
approach is a 
real 
danger. 
He 


wouldn't harm a cat, except 
to 


cross-breed them, 
but 
what 
he 


would do to his own country! 


"I can recall distinctly on sev- 
eral occasions about 1935 telling 
him he did not have a Chinaman's 
chance of becoming president 
be- 


cause most people who knew any- 
thing about him considered him to 
be a Communist. He would pro- 
test, with that strange laugh of his 
which, at times and for no rea- 
son, has endured for as long as two 
minutes.
